One of the doctors gives two 
rules which are completely irrecon- 
cilable. "Avoid verbal .or person- 
ality friction at mealtimes," and 
"Control' his weight by regulating 
his diet" 

If you can do both these things 
at the same time, why waste your 
time being a housewife? You be- 
long in the diplomatic corps. , 

I think it's time' a woman wrote 
some simple rules for men to follow 
to keep their wives alive longer. 

Even if you men aren't really in- 
terested in this project, statistics 
also show that your- life will be 
shortened if your wife dies, so you'd 
better pay heed for purely selfish 
reasons. 

Make a lot of money so your wife 
can have everything she wants.

Red Flag Or Signal 
Needed on Vehicles 

Farmers are being reminded by 
State Police Chief William Morris* 
office of a new law requiring farm 
vehicles traveling state routes to dis- 
play a red flag or flashing signal. 

The law, passed by the 1959 legis- 
lature, requires any farm vehicle 
traveling at less than 20 miles an 
hour to display a red flag at least 
15 inches square at a height not less 
than 10 feet or more than 12. feet 
above the ground. 

In place of the flag, at least one 
flashing red signal lamn may be 
used. If a combination of vehicles 
is coupled together, only the rear 
vehicle need display the flag or 
lamp. 

Enforcement of this safety rule 
will be a matter of routine for all 
troopers patrolling state routes, 
Morris* office said.

Rev 
resident of Antioch, and assistant 
pastor of St. Ignatius* Parish church, 
passed away at a Kenosha hospital 
Dec. 3. He was 87. 

Born in the north of England in 
1872 to a Scottish father and an Eng- 
lish mother, he was educated in the 
local parochial school and the Man- 
chester grammar school. 

As a young man he studied medi- 
cine at Cambridge university and at 
the Manchester royal infirmary. 

After receiving his degree, how- 
ever, he decided to enter the teach- 
ing profession and taught science, 
chemistry, biology and physics. 

During World War I he served as 
a territorial officer in the East 
Lancashire regiment in Egypt, Gal- 
lipoli and Palestine, and retired with 
the rank of captain. 

Upon the termination of the war, 
he was appointed resident secretary 
and superintendent of a blind insti- 
tution. 

But after three years he returned 
to the teaching profession as the 
headmaster of a church of England 
school. 

Father Jamieson began his studies 
for holy orders at the age of 60, and 
was ordained on Trinity Sunday in 
1933. 

He came to the United States in 
the spring of 1948, following his 
daughter, Mary, who had married 
an American serviceman. 

He served not only St. Ignatius' 
church, but also served St. Andrew's 
church, Grayslake. 

He is survived by his daughter 
and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
ert Nelson, of Kenosha, Wis., and a 
grandson, Bobbie. 

Services were held at St. An- 
drew's Episcopal church, Kenonsha, 
last Saturday morning. 

Rev. Edmond E. Hood, rector of 
St. Ignatius Parish Church, was 
chosen by the bishop to represent 
the diocese of Chicago.
